OTTAWA, Dec. 13.—(CP)—The Combines Investiga- 
tion Commission today named five western Canadian bak- 
ing companies and two trade associations as members of an 
alleged combine seeking to control all bread prices in three 
provinces. 

They operated in Saskatchewan, Alberta, and British 
Columbia, the commission said in a report written by H. 
Carl Goldenberg, of Montreal, who investigated the industry 
last March and April as a special commissioner,

New Traffic Problem 


The traffic committee of the Edmon- 
ton Chamber of Commerce does well to 
embark upon a campaign looking towards 
a more stringent enforcement of traffic 


regulations in this city. 


But Edmonton's present traffic prob- 
lem comprises something more than strict 


enforcement of the law. 


The fact must be faced that the tre- 
mendous and rapid growth of this com- 
munity has introduced factors of traffic 
hazard that did not exist in the less 
crowded and more leisurely years. 

There are something over 8,000 more 
people in Edmonton in 1948 than there 
were in 1947, And yet the arterial facilities 
in the downtown area have not increased 


proportionately. 


Traffic control is almost entirely a 
problem of congestion and carelessness. 
The city police, by exercising utmost 
vigilance, can control carelessness in a 
measure, But it is beyond their power to 


deal with traffic hazards induced by In- 
creasing congestion. 

In the first place, town planning must 
enter prominently into any attempt to deal 
with the new traffic problem in an intelli- 
gent and permanent way. 

For instance, new arterial highways to 
drain the business districts must be map- 
ped out, not only for the immediate future, 
but for years to come, 

Secondly, a public relations campaign 
should be instituted with the idea of ac- 
quainting motorists and pedestrians alike 
with the new traffic demands of. a larger 
city and a larger city’s tempo. 

The truth is that Edmonton has out- 
grown its present traffic structure and it 


will require fullest co-operation between 


count.

been established 
over half the 
territory of the 
German Reich. 
And great China 
is about to fall,

This is a view 
of China's importance coinciding 
with American foreign policy for 
generations, which has consist- 
ently supported China's inde- 
pendence from control by any 
external great power.

themselves to the Canadian way 
of life. 

I think it must be realized, 
however, that it is difficult for 
anyone in England to have any 
conception of the vastness of 
Canada, and the conditions on a4 
Canadian farm, and if some girls 
find it difficult to adjust them- 
selves, well, maybe it’s under- 
standable. 

We heard lots of complaints 
about England from Canadian 
servicemen and women during 
the war, but didn’t condemn all 
Canadiaus on that score. On the 
contrary, in most cases we agreed 
with them because we acknowl 
edged our own shortcomings. 

I would be the first one to 
admit that Canadian women can 
teach most of us a lot about 
housekeeping and cooking (I my- 
self think that Canadian women 
are wonderful housewives), but 
believe me, it’s rather difficult *o 
learn much about housekeeping 
when one goes straight from 
school into war work or into the 
forces, as a great many of us 
did. 

As for the charge that we're & 
“spolled lot”, well, I didn’t think

These are some notes on the 
juvenile gangs which, in the ab- 
sence of organized boys’ clubs, 
lead youngsters easily into a Mfe 
of crime. They are part of the 
story told to me by one boy who 
moved up through the stages of 
petty crime to armed holdups. 
He is now going straight. 

One writer here, during one of 
the periodic “crime waves,” 
claimed to know of a “Fagin” 
who schooled boys in law-break- 
ing. Actually, nothing of the kind 
exists. The “Fagins” are many— 
the older boys in the gangs who 
have learned the tricks of the 
trade and, in turn, pass them on 
to the younger members, 

It sounds fantastic, but in at 
least one case a group of these 
boys in their late teens had a 

* mountain camp which they used 
for “hiding out.” A _ life-sized 
dummy was hung from a tree and 
the youths would practice run- 
ning and zig-ragging at this fig- 
ure, firing revolvers... like a 
school for gunmen. 

Guns of all kinds are easily 
come by. There is always some- 
one In a gang who has a “rod” of 
“heater” to sell for $10 or $15, 
These guns come from house- 
breaking “capers” or from thefts 
from military armories 

Needless to say, not all the boys 
who run in these packs turn out 
to be professional criminals. 
Many get steady jobs and drift 
away But the odds are all 
against this. There is always a 
good deal of gambling. Frequent- 
ly a boy will get into debt with 
his pals and pull a holdup or 
“knock over” a confectionery 
store to get money. Some become 
drinkers, a few become drug ad- 
dicts. 

And once a boy has been arrest- 
ed and jailed his chances of go- 
ing straight are slim

The boy who told me of his 
own history felt that the real 
*reason for these gangs is simply 
boredom, having nothing else to 
do, Part of it, too, is envy for 
more fortunate youngsters, 
“Everybody in our gang came 
from a poor family,” he told me. 
“There was always a lot of talk 
about ‘the rich guys.’ In fact 
there's a street that is a sort of 
\ dividing line between the east 
side and the west side. Gangs 
from the east side cross over 
into the ‘enemy. territory’ look- 
ing for a fight. I know kids who 
have stolen cars just so they 
could ride over there and thumb 
their noses at the well-off guys.” 
He told me of one experience 
in a boys’ club which took place 
when he was much younger 
“For quite a while | stayed 
away from the gang,” he said.

“One of those service clubs had 
opened a boys’ club in our dis- 
trict, 1 began to go there regu- 
larly, and so did most of my 
friends, They had tumbling mate 
and taught gymnastics. There 
was a woodworking class, They 
sold doughnuts and cocoa for two 
cents, 

“One night I went to a ban- 
quet the directors of the club 
gave. I'd won a prize with an end 
table and model bust I'd built in 
the woodworking class, | felt out 
of place going to the banquet, 
but the men made me feel at 
home, 

“The club gave us something 
to do after supper each night. 
Some of us began to get into 
things that we enjoyed, I found 
I was good at mechanical things 
and working with my hands, It 
was good fun, 

“Then the club closed down,” 
he went on. “I don't know what 
happened. Short of money, f 
think, Anyway, we all 
back to the gang.” 


Good 
Cop 


I was interested to read of 
the work that’s being done by 
policemen in boys’ clubs because 
there's some evidence that not all 
cops believe that “it’s easier to 
lead boys right than to drive 
them.” 

This boy, for example, told me 
that the police were considered 
with a mixture of fear, hatred and 
contempt. When vandalism broke 
out in the district the police 
would set up a nine o'clock “cur- 
few”. Prowler cars patrolled the 
streets on the look-out for boys 
out past that hour. 

The net effect, of course, was 
to drive the boys underground to 
secret meeting places . and 
into more serious crime. 

This boy remembered vividly 
one experience with a policeman 
who took a different approach, 
This is how he told it to me: 

“One summer night some of us 
were standing on a street corner 
when a prowler car pulled up be- 
side us. It was only eight o'clock. 
We couldn't understand what he 
wanted. He asked us what we 
were doing. We said we weren't 
doing anything 

“He said, ‘How'd you Iike te 
play some baseball?’ We said 
sure. He told us to get in the 
car—in the prowler car, for gosh 
sakes! Well, we got in and he 


-drove us down to a ball park 


where some fellows were making 
up a game. He did that several 
times after that. He was called 
‘the good cop’.” 

I asked him what had happea- 
ed to this “good cop.” 

“Well,” the boy said, “he wad 
taken off the beat. And the 
vandalism broke out worse than 
ever.”
